The  past  year  marks  an  imi)()rtant  cpocli  in  tlu,',  liistory  ol  our  church, 
in  that  it  became  a  corporate  ])0(ly  and  made  man\-  changes  in  llie  letter, 
f  if  not  in  the  spirit  of  its  creed,  in  its  ukmIc  of  ei  innenl  and  in  its  se\  eral 
departments  of  work.  'I'he  al)o\e  changes,  coupled  w  ith  the  fact  that  the 
records  of  the  cliurch  were  lost  in  the  l)urnin^  of  ilolden's  illoi  k,  Jan.  j.S, 
1894,  seemed  to  demand  the  preparation  ol  a  new  manual.  Juu''  7,  iS(;4, 
the  church  Noted  U)  have  a  new  manual  of  llie  churc  h  prepared  and  pub- 
lished untler  the  charge  of  the  Pastor  and  ("lerk. 

On  account  of  the  loss  of  the  records,  the  editors  ha\i'  thought  it  ad\is- 
!  al)le  at  this  time  to  ])reser\e  as  nnich  ;is  possible  of  the  past  histor\'  ol  the 
'  church  for  the  Ijenefit  of  the  future,  and  ha\e  made  the  liistorical  sketcli 
,  and  other  data  (juite  complete.  Should  it  b.-  found  that  any  names  lia\e 
been  omitted  from  the  historical  list,  il  will  bo  due  to  die  lo^s  (A  the 
records  as  al)o\e  noted, 
i  In  preparing  the  work  the  code  of  liy- Laws  and  the  C\)urse  of  liible  Study 
I  have  been  elaborated  l)y  the  Pastor,  while  tlie  remaining  p;)rtion  lias  fallen 
i  to  the  hand  of  the  Cderk.

j   Palmer,  we  ha\e  been  to  some  pains   in  obtaininsj;  a  cut,  taken  from 
drawing  made  by  Miss  Isabel  (iordonof  Springfield,  under  the  (lire(' (ion 
of  Dr.  W.  n.  Stowe,  which  has  restored  the  building  as  nearl\'  as  possible 
from  plans  and  descrii)tions  found  on  the  old  town  records,  and  kindly 
loaned  by  Dr.  Stowe  for  this  purj)Ose. 

As  there  were  a  numl)er  of  ri\al  sites  on  which  to  locate  the  building, 
the  matter  was  determined  by  lot,  tlie  l\e\.  Mr.  ilar\ey  officiating  alter 
iiolemn  prayer,  l)y  which  means  the  location  was  fi\ed  at  the  Old  Centre. 
\  This  first  jneeting  house  was  a  plain  structure  indeed,  measuring  _^o  \  ]() 
j  feet,  and  one  story  high.    It  was  witlnjul  ceiling  or  ])lastering,  and  furnished 
I  no  means  for  warmth  in  the  cold  season.      The  only  external  adornment 
I  was  the  singular  emblematical  design  i)hu  ed  in  the  gable  oxCr  the  front 
j  entrance,  petailiar,  it  is  said,  to  the  Scotch  Presbyterians.      for  more  than 
I  three-score  years  this  miniature  house  was  the  Shiloli  of  I'almer,  around 
which  re\()l\e(l  the  religions  and  politic  al  life  of  the  town,  and  where  the 
momentous  matters  of  church  and  state  were  discussed  and  <lec  ided.  It 
was  used  for  a  ])lace  of  |)nblic  worshij)  and  town  meetings  until  1  79S,  when 
i  it  was  sold  and  a  new  and  larger  c  hurch  was  built  and  located  near  the 
former  one  and  dedicated  the  same  )'ear.     This  later  edifice  remained 
until  a  few  years  ago,  when  it  was  sold  and  torn  down.     |ust  when  the  first 
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cliurfh  ill  Palmer  was  orL^ani/.ed  ihc  records  do  not  indi(  ate,  but  prol)al)ly 
about  ly^^o.  I  he  lirsl  settled  uiinisti  r  wa>  l\e\  .  John  1  lar\ ey,  wlio  was 
ordained  June  5,  1734.  I'or  want  ol  a  belter  place  tlie  ser\ices  were  iield 
under  the  s|>rea(biv^  bran(  hes  c^t  a  while  oak  tree  near  ("echir  Swanij) 
niea(l(MV.     lie  resi^^ned  the  pastorale  in  1  74.S. 

'I  he  next  pastor  was  ke\ . -Kijberl  Ihirn^,  who  was  settled  in  175^,  and  as 
his  niinislralions  were  nol  satisfactory  he  was  disniisNcd  in  1 75 7.  'I  hen 
followed  the  notabi)'  lon;^  and  su(  <  essful  pastorale  of  l\e\.  Moses  iialdwin, 
exlendin;^^  from  1761  to  \i\nc  iS,  1  .S 1  1 .  I  k'  wa.>  a  faithful  and  earnest 
j)ast()r.  lie  died  in  I'almer  Now  i<Si^,  a-^ed  <Si.  At  the  (lose  of  Mr. 
r.alduin's  pastorate  the  tow  11  \(Ued  to  i  lianL;e  the  h»rm  of  (  hmch  _L;o\ern- 
menl  from  that  of  the  Presbyterian,  under  whi(  h  it  had  existed  some  <So 
year^,  to  that  of  the  (\)nij,tei4alional. 

Mr.  Ilaldwin's  >.ucces^t)r  was  l\e\.  Simeon  I  niton,  who  was  ordained  and 
installed  June  i.S,  iSii.  'I  he  rei ords  ^how  that  one  hunched  and  twenty 
members  were  added  to  the  t  hun  h  durin-;  his  pastorate,  which  closed  by 
his  rei|uest  in  1.S21.  He  was  followed  by  l\e\'.  Henry  11.  I'".  Sweet  in 
1S25,  whose  short  and  useful  life  was  c  losed  by  death  in  i(S_'7. 

I\e\.  1.  K,  Ware  was  settled  in  1S27  and  remained  unlil  followed 
by    l\e\'.  SauHiel   llackus  in  who  asked  for  a  disnnssion  in  i<S.ji. 

Re\.  Moses  l\.('ross  was  settled  in  i>S.|^,  and  |)ro\ed  a  \ery  ac(  e|)table 
pastor.  lie  remaineil  until  1  H-pj,  when  failtni;  health  caused  his  resi^qia- 
tion.  lie  still  li\es  in  the  enjo)nient  of  a  hale,  hearty  old  age,  in  Waterloo, 
Iowa.  It  was  during  his  |)astorate  that  the  old  meeting  house  was 
abandoned  and  the  church  di\ided,  as  narrated  below.

^  W  A,HE  opening  of  the  Western, —  now  the  lioston  and  Albany, — 
I  Railroad  about  the  year  1.S38,  created  a  new  village  center  at 
the  station.  JUisiness  and  i)opulation  increased  rai)idly ;  the 
old  Centre  began  to  show  signs  of  age  ;  the  village  of  'J  horndike  was 
becoming  a  power  in  social  and  civil  affairs,  and  as  a  natural  result  each  of 
the  two  new  villages  claimed  a  right  to  s]:)ecial  religious  pri\  ileges. 

In  1847  an  amicable  division  was  effected,  Rev.  Moses  K.  Cross 
remaining  with  the  mother  church,  and  fifty-four  members  withdrawing, 
with  a  view  of  forming  a  new  church  at  the  l)ei)ot  Village.  'I'he  Second 
Church   was  organized    Ai)ril  i, 

1847,  by  an  J^:;cclesiasti(\il  Council 
called  for  the  i)urj)ose,  with  a 
membership  of  fifty- se\ en,  which 
number  was.  increased  to  sixty- 
nine  before  the  close  of  the  year. 
For  nearly  a  year  the  church 
had  no  pastor,  but  the  desk  was 
s  u  ]j  p  1  i  e  d  by  Re\'.  1  )r.  Kly  of 
Monson,  and  others.     Jn  January, 

1848,  the  church  by  unanimous 
vote  extended  a  call  to  Mr. 
'1  homas  Wilson  to  become  its 
pastor,  and  on  Feb.  29th  he  was 
ordained  and  installed  pastor. 
Mr.  Wilson  was  born  in  Paisley, 
Scotland,  June  15,  1822,  and  came 
with    his    father   and    family  to 

Lowell  in  1829.  He  fitted  there  in  the  high  school  for  college,  graduated 
at  Dartmouth  in  1844,  and  at  Andover  Theological  Seminary  in  1847.  He 
remained  with  the  church  in  Palmer  until  July  1,  1852,  when  he  asked  for 
a  dismissal  on  account  of  inadequate  support. 


REV.  THOMAS  WILSON. 
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During  his  i)astorate  forty-six  members  w  ere  added  to  tlie  church.  I  lis 
ministry  was  a  \ery  successful  one,  and  he  Iclt  his  first  cluirL^e  resjjected  and 
l)elo\ed  l)y  all.  He  removed  to  W'eslford,  Mass.,  where  he  was  installed 
May  4lh,  1X53,  and  dismissed  l''el).  13th,  1.S56.  Then  he  recei\ed  a  l  all  to 
become  the  |)astor  of  the  Mrst  C.\)n^reii,alional  Church  in  .Stou^hton,  Abiss., 
where  he  was  installed  March,  13,  1856,  and  ilismissed  Marcli  13,  1876. 
On  account  of  ill  health  he  rested  from  ministerial  labors  for  nearl)'  a  \car, 
then  assumed  the  |)as1orate  of  the  C'oni^regational  Church  in  Maton,  N.  \  ., 
March  25,  1877,  where  he  remained  until  about  two  years  ago,  when  he 
deemed  it  best  to  retire  to  a  well-earned  rest  from  ministerial  labor,  to 
\\'ater\  ille,  N.  V.,  where  he  now  resides.  After  tlie  reliremeiU  of  Mr- 
Wilson  the  church  was  without  a  pastor  for  some  two  years,  but  was  able 
to  secure  the  ser\ i(  es  i)f  l\.e\  .  W.  W  .  lielden  for  most  of  tl>e  time. 

In  September,  1854,  the  church  extended  a  (  all  to  l\e\.  b>^e^ph  \  aiile, 

I).  1).,  of  .Somcrs,  Ct.,  to  become 
its  pastor;  the  call  was  ac(  e|)ted, 
and  on  Dec.  7th,  1854,  he  was 
installed  the  second  pastor.  Dr. 
\  aille  was  born  in  Ha(ll)iue,  ( 't., 
|uly  j8th,  1790.  He  graduated 
at  \'ale  in  the  class  (;f  1811,  and 
was  ordained  to  the  ministry  he'b. 
2(1,  1814,  and  had  his  lirst  settle- 
ment in  lirimfield  ;  his  sec(jnd  in 
I'orlland,  Me.,  for  three  )ears; 
after  which  he  recei\ed  a  second 
call  to  brimfield  ;  then  {or  four 
)'ears  was  a  suci  essful  soli(  il()r  for 
Amherst  C\)llege  ;  then  was  jiastor 
in  Somers,  C!t.,  where  he  was 
installed  .\ug.  6th,  1845.  His 
l)astorates  covered  thirty-sesen 
years  i)rior  U)  his  settlement  in  I'almer.  After  a  i)astorate  in  Palmer  of 
alxjut  thirteen  years  he  was  dismissed  at  his  reijuest  i'"eb  12th,  1868.  He 
was  elected  a  Representative  from  the  I'almer  District  to  the  Massac  husetts 
Legislature,  and  died  in  office  l-'eb.  22,  1869,  leaving  an  honored  name  as 
a  rich  legacy  to  the  peoj)le  he  loved  so  well.  Dr.  \'aille  was  a  true 
gentleman  of  the  old  school,  dignified,  but  with  a  heart  full  of  symi)athy 
and  tenderness.     He  was  (|uick  at  repartee,  and  enjoyed  genuine  wit  in

kev.  llradford  M.  l'"ullerton  was  ordained  aiul  installed  the  third  pastor 
Vd).  1 2th,  icS68.  Mr.  l''ullerlon 
was  born  in  iirich^eport,  (,'t.,  April 
1  ^th,  i<S^7.  lie  i^raduated".  at 
.Amherst  in  i(S6i,an(lat  Andoxer 
'1  heoloL;i(al  Seminary  in  1S65. 
After  i^raduating'  he  was  eni^ai^ed 
in  editorial  work  on  the  Worcester 
'rranscri|)t  and  the  i  lartiord  i'ost 
a  few  months  each,  and  on  die 
Norwich  Ihillelin  two  and  one  half 
years.  After  a  successful  i)astorate 
of  more  than  thirteen  years  he 
w;;s  dismissed  at  his  re(iuest  July 
6lh,  iS.Si.  During  his  charge 
one  hundred  and  ninetylne  n. 
members  were  added  to  the 
(  hurch,  largely  the  result  of  re- 
vixals.     Ilesides  his  pastoral  cares 

Mr.  I'ullerton  took  a  large  interest  in  jiublic  affairs,  l)eing  for  many  years 
an  efficient  member  of  the  school  board.  in  his  retirement  the  parish 
lost  an  efficient  pastor  and  a  man  of  schohuiy  attainments.  Soon  after 
lea\ing  Palmer  he  acce|)ted  a  call  from  the  i'rinilarian  Congregational 
("hureh  in  Waltham,  where  he  remained  until  the  fall  of  189^,  wlien  on 
account  of  failing  health  he  resigned  the  pastorate.  'i"he  fa<  ulty  of 
Amherst  College  ( onferred  upon  Mr.  iMilleilon  the  de^erxing  title  of  1).  I), 
in  1.S91. 

After  Mr.  iMillerton's  resignation  the  church  remained  without  a  |)asl()r 
for  nearly  two  years,  the  desk  being  s\ipplied  b)-  different  preachers'. 

Kev.  IMeasant  i  iunter,  Jr.,  the  fourth  pastor,  was  ordained  and  installed 
June  7th,  1S85.  lie  was  born  in  Wiseburg,  Md.  He  was  graduated  from 
the  lioston  Uni\ersity,  and  from  Hartford  'Theological  Seminary  in  1883. 
After  a  successful  jjastorate  of  three  years  he  was  dismissed  at  his  reiiuest 
July  25,  1886.  Mr.  Hunter,  during  his  brief  ministrations,  had  won  a  large 
place  in  the  hearts  of  his  i)eople  and  was  allowetl  to  go  with  keen  regret. 
On  leaxing  I'ahner  he  became  the  pastor  of  the  Central  Congregational 
Churc-.h  at  Newton\  ille,  Mass.,  then  ac(  epted  a  call  to  tlie  l*resl)yterian 
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Church  in  Newark,  N.  J.,  and  later 
became  the  pastor  of  one  of  tlie 
largest  rreslwterian  Cliurches  in 
M inneai)olis,  Minn.,  where  lie  still 
remains.  He  has  also  had  con- 
ferred u]>on  him  the  title  of  t).  I). 
]))'  i*rijiceton  College.

In  concluding  this  outline  sketch  of  our  churc  h,  f  may  be  pardoned  for 
adding  some  thoughts  germane  to  the  subjec  t  which  could  not  pro})erly  l)e 
given  in  the  body  of  the  sketch.  Counted  by  years,  our  c  hurch  is  not  an 
old  one,  for  its  existence  is  embraced  within  the  scope  of  half  a  century, 
and  my  ])ersonal  knowledge  of  it  co\ers  but  35  years. 

The  founders  of  our  church  ha\e  all  joined  the  great  majority,  save  one 
(Mrs.  Kliza  W.  breckenridge) .      '!1ie  membershij)  of  the  church  has 
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nearly  changed  since  T  first  knew  it ;  a  new  generation  lias  filled  the  i)laces 
made  vacant  by  those  who  have  gone  to  their  reward  or  to  other  churches  ; 
ten  only  remain  who  were  members  35  years  ago  ;  these  changes  con\ey 
their  own  story,  how  fully  death  and  remo\al  ha\e  done  their  work.  With 
all  its  changes  our  church  has  been  hapjjy  in  its  choice  of  pastors  ;  all 
have  been  men  of  scholarly  attainments,  trained  in  collegiate  and  theolog- 
ical institutions;  they  ha\e  come  to  us  well  fitted  to  i)erf(jrm  the  work 
assigned  them.  They  ha\'e  l)een  actuated  by  that  safe  spirit  of  conserx atism 
which  has  led  to  success.  I'nder  their  leadership  our  church  has  been  a 
progressive  one.  '1  hirty-fi\e  years  ago  the  (dd-time  methods  obtained 
in  some  degree.  During  the  pastorate  of  Dr.  X'aillc  he  preac  hed  three 
sermons  each  Sunday,  and  occupied  nearly  all  of  llic  time  at  tlie  mid-week 
meeting,  c-alling  occasioiiall)'  on  one  or  two  of  the  deacons  to  lead  in 
l)rayer  ;  no  others  were  expected  to  lake  a  part.  Hut  as  if  tu  alone  in 
some  measure  for  the  formal  pra\er  meeting,  the  Re\.  Doctor  was  a 
fre(iuent  \  isitor  among  his  parishioners,  and  carried  jov  where\er  he  went 
by  his  genial  ])resence  and  words  of  cheer.  Mr.  i""ullerton  had  broken 
away  from  the  stereotyi)ed  past  and  introduced  a  new  order  oi  things  ;  not 
only  the  male  pcjrtion,  but  the  gentler  members  were  urged  to  take  an 
active  ])art  in  the  prayer  meeting.  This  was  a  great  inno\ation,  but  the 
church  entered  into  the  spirit  of  it  with  great  benefit  to  all  concerned.  ■ 

In  former  times  it  had  not  been  thought  wise  to  urge  the  youth  to 
become  members  of  the  churc-h,  much  less  l\)r  them  to  take  an  acti\e 
])art  in  ])ublic  worshi]),  but  the  change  for  their  benefit  in  our  <  hurch  has 
been  a  i)rogressive  one.  At  first  it  was  thought  that  the  Simdav  school 
was  doing  all  that  c-ould  be  exjjected,  but  at  last  the  \  oung  People's 
Meeting  was  established,  led  bv  some  one  especially  adapted  for  the  work  ; 
then  came  the  i'aidea\"or  Societv,  the  best  of  all,  which  society  is  now  the 
hope  of  the  church  ;  then  followed  the  bi'fi*>i'  laideaxor  Society,  the  grand 
results  of  which  the  future  years  alone  (  an  tell.  I'nder  our  ])resent  pastor 
the  methods  for  work  in  all  departments  ha\e  been  broadened,  and  plans 
laid  for  better  work  than  e\'er  before,  which,  with  (iod's  blessing,  must 
tell  for  good. 

Our  church  has  long  been  ncjled  for  its  encouragement  of  legitimate 
intellectual  efforts  in  other  lines,  outside  of  strictly  religious  work.  .And 
this  is  right,  for  the  mind  should  be  fortified  with  a  correct  knowledge  of 
history,  science  and  philosojihy,  which,  with  s])iritual  experience,  goes  to 
make  the  comi)lete  intellectual  man  and  wuman.  No  Christian,  whc^  can 
command  the  opportunit)-,  ought  to  plead  igncjrance  of  the  leading  matters 
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which  agitate  the  world  of  thought.  Our  i)astors  and  many  of  our 
members  have  been  noted  in  their  leadeisliip  in  (Mir  \illage  societies, 
organized  from  time  to  time  for  intellectual  ])ur^uits.  With  one  excei)tion 
'  these  societies  have  been  undenominational,  and  participated  in  by 
members  of  all  our  churches,  'I  his  is  right,  iur  it  ser\es  to  break  up  that 
narrowness  of  feeling  which  (>ther\\^^e  might  be  engendered.  '1  hese 
societies,  in  their  way,  ha\e  done  nuu  h  good,  (piickening  thought, 
broadening  the  understanding,  and  inspiring  the  young  to  search  f(jr 
themsehes  in  new  fields  of  knowledge,  ajid  draw  them  away  from  \'ain 
pursuits.  I  know  ])ersonally  of  those  whom  these  societies  hav  e  ins])ired  to 
overcome  many  diffuailties,  and  gi\en  c()llegiate  and  theological  training. 
It  is  laudable  for  the  church  to  enter  into  this  field,  and  help  lead  the  rising 
generation  into  all  fields  of  useful  knowledge,  tliereby  showing  she  has  a 
sympathy  broad  enough  to  include  all  th:it  is  useful  and  ennobling.

THE    CHURCH  EDIFICE. 


When  the  church  was  first  organized,  meetings  were  held  in  Mc( liKray's 
hall  in  the  Depot  \'illage,  then  just  starting  \nU)  life  and  acti\it)'.  It  soon 
became  api)arent,  howe\er,  that  a  more  commodious  place  was  imj)eratively 
needed.  Two  rival  sites  were  offered  as  gifts  on  which  to  build  a  church  ; 
one  by  Co\.  Cyrus  Rnox,  near  the  ])resent  Ridge's  Food  factory,  and  the 
other  by  Uaj^t.  A.  N,  Dewey,  and  the  latter  was  chosen.  As  early 
as  C)ct(;ber,  1846,  a  })aper  had  been  circulated  for  the  ])urpose  of  obtaining 
subsi  rii)ti(jns  to  160  shares  of  stock  at  825  i)er  share,  for  the  building  of  a 
church.  In  a  short  time  the  whole  amount  was  taken  and  about  ^^2500 
paid  in.  'i  he  stockholders  were  to  rent  the  church  to  the  society  at  a  rate 
of  not  more  than  8  per  cent  on  the  cost  thereof,  which  amount  was  to 
be  di\'ide(l  as  a  dividend  among  the  stcx  kholders. 

'1  he  corner  stone  of  the  church  was  laid  with  a])propriate  ceremonies  in 
the  month  of  May,  1847,  by  Rev.  Dr.  VAy  of  Monson.  The  church  was 
dedicated  Wednesday,  December  22d,  of  the  same  year,  "  to  the  worship  of 
(lod,  by  ajjprojjriate  solemnities,  \iz:  —  ln\ocation  and  reading  of  the 
scriptures  by  Mr.  'J'homas  Wilson  (licenciate)  ;  introductory  prayer  by  Rev. 
C.  B.  Kittredge  of  Monson  ;  sermon  by  Re\'.  I'].  Russell  of  Springfield  ; 
dedicatory  prayer  and  benediction  by  Rev.  Dr.  I^ly  of  Monson.  The 
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exercises  were  exceedingly  interesting,  and  an  additional  /.est  was  given  to 
them  from  the  fact  that  they  occurred  on  a  day  hallowed  hy  such 
sacred  association  to  e\ery  lo\er  cf  the  Puritans.  '1  he  sermon  on  I'salm 
96  :  6,  'Honor  and  majesty  are  before  Him,  slrengdi  and  beaulv  arc  in  His 
sanctuary,'  was  characterized  by  that  bold,  \  igorous  and  manly  style  for 
which  the  preacher  is  distinguished." 

The  com]xiny,  called  " 'J'he  Palmer  l)ei)ot  ("hurch  C\)r])oralion,"  which 
was  outside  of  the  church  society,  had  incurred  something  of  a  dtbt  in  the 
erection  of  the  church,  and  in  1853  the  building  was  sold  at  auc  tion  to 
satisfy  a  claim  and  was  bid  off  by  I).  F.  Ak  ( liK ray  for  ^2495.  In  1854 
the  church  was  ])urchased  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Society,  by  whom  it  has 
since  been  owned.  The  original  cost  of  the  church  was  $5000.  In  1870 
the  church  was  thoroughly  remodeletl  at  a  cost  of  nearl}'  S8000,  and  was 
rededicated  February  23,  1871.  A  few  )'ears  later  a  i)i])e  organ  was  ])ut  in 
by  subscription  at  a  cost  of  51500.  In  1886  the  un^ightl)'  \estr\-  was 
remodeled  and  put  into  tasteful  sha])e  at  a  cost  of  about  8800.  In  1876  a 
parsonage  was  erected  on  the  church  grounds,  at  an  expense  of  S4000.  In 
1889  substantial  sidewalks  ajjproaching  the  church  and  jKirsonage  were 
laid  down,  and  paid  for  by  funds  de\ise(l  by  the  late  Mrs.  xMaria  Warner  of 
Palmer.

THE    SUNDAY  SCHOOL. 


'The  Sunday  School  connected  with  the  c  hurch  was  organized  April 
8,  1852,  since  which  time  it  has  maintained  a  \  igorous  existence,  bast 
year  the  schocjl  made  a  new  departure  by  introducing  the  IMakeslee  Craded 
Lesson  System  of  bible  Study.  'I'his  year  the  sc-hool  has  entered  u})on  a 
new  era  in  its  history  by  adojjting  a  plan  of  study  which  will  recpiire 
fourteen  years  for  its  completion  ;  a  i)lan  which,  if  carried  out,  ought 
to  fully  eciui[)  its  members  with  a  knowledge  of  bible  doctrine  and  history. 
The  school  has  an  eflicdent  c  orps  (jf  teachers,  and  numbers  258,  with 
an  a\erage  attendance  of  1  74,  including  the  Home  Department.  It  also 
has  a  Home  Department  for  those  who  are  unable  to  attend  at  church.  Its 
officers  are  elected  annually  by  the  church.  The  school  has  had  these 
superintendents:  Arza  lUodgett,  f(j>r  1852;  Jonathan  Webber,  1853-54; 
Azel  lkec:kenridge,  1855  ;  Henry  A.  Moore,  1856.  Lrom  1857  the 
su])erintenclents  were  chosen  by  the  Sunday  Sc-hool,  and  as  no  records 
were  ke])t  the  list  is  not  com])lete  ;  but  during  that  interxal  of  sexenteen 
years  the  following  gentlemen  occu])ied  the  ])osition,  \  iz  :  Child, 
Dr.  Wm.  Holbrook,  Dr.  L.  lb  Lyon,  J.  D.  Llanc  hard,  Dea.  hVeeman  S. 
Foster,  H.  J.  Lawrence,  10.  N.  Montague,  and  possibly  others.  Since  1873 
the  sui)erintendentents  have  been  chosen  by  the  church  as  follows  : 
O.  T.  Slader  for  1874-75-76-77  ;  F.  lb  S]iei)ard,  1878-7CJ-80;  Col.  H.  R. 
Stoughton,  1881-82-83;  O.  L.  Allen,  1884-85-86;  L.  K.  Moore,  1887; 
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J.  B.  Shaw,  1888-89-90-91-92-93;  L.  II.  (iager,  1894-95.  A  select 
library  belongs  to  the  church  and  is  dexuted  to  the  use  of  the  school.  The 
offerings  of  the  school  are  api)ro})riated  by  \ole  of  the  school  in  aid  of 
missionary  and  other  work.

Our  i)astor  has  formulated  a  course  of  study  for  our  Sunday  School, 
which  has  attracted  no  little  notice  from  the  ])ress  and  others  interested  in 
such  matters.  The  editor  of  the  Religious  Herald  says,  in  calling  attention 
to  the  article  on  (Iraded  Sunday  Schools  by  Rev.  F.  I*].  Jenkins,  that  it 
presents  "many  important  and  i)ractical  imi)ro\ ements  in  Sunday  School 
work."  Rev.  Addison  F.  Foster,  1).  1).,  says,  in  the  Advance:  "'Hie 
Sunday  School  of  the  church  at  Palmer,  Mass.,  of  which  Rev.  Frank  K. 
Jenkins  is  the  efficient  jjastor,  is  i)rol)ably  the  first  in  the  land  to  ado])t 
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a  carefully  graded  system  of  study  (  oxering  a  long  term  of  years.  'Ihis 
course  is  based  on  the  lUakeslee  Series  of  Lessons,  but  it  has  boldly  mapped 
out  the  work  of  the  whole  school,  not  for  one  year,  or  three  years  only, 
but  for  thirteen,  or,  if  we  may  say,  sixteen."  '''I  he  experiment  at  I'almer 
will  ])e  watched  with  intense  interest,  and  it  may  i)ro\e  that  Mr.  [enkins  is 
the  pioneer  in  a  great  iu\d  well-nigh  revolutionary  change  in  our 
Sunday  School  methods."

The  music  de})artmenl  of  the  church  ser\ice  (leser\es  more  than 
a  passing  notice,  for  it  is  an  imi)ortant  factor  in  worshij).  As  a  matter 
of  course  a  choir  was  formed  soon  after  the  ( luirch  was  orL;anize(h  Abner 
Allen  was  the  first  chorister,  and"  sustained  that  position  froni  1847  to  1S50. 
This  was  the  time  when  stringed  instruments  were  em])loyed  in  the 
choir,  and  the  few  survixing  meml)ers  of  our  sociclv  who  worship])ed  at 
that  period  recall  the  fact  that  James  Huinham  pla\ed  the  ihjuble 
bass  viol,  Horace  Clark,  single  bass,  K.  \>.  Shaw  and  john  Allen,  \iolins. 
Dr.  \Vm.  Holbrook  was  musical  director  fnun  1850  to  1860.  Hisch(ur 
numbered  about  forty  singers,  the  sur\i\ing  members  of  which  are 
Mrs.  Holbrook,  Mrs.  K.  IJrown,  Mrs.  i i:.  Child,  Mrs.  J.  S.  Loomis, 
Mrs.  Ceorge  Robinson,  James  lUirnham  and  1).  W.  Mason.  At  that  lime 
the  choir  was  located  in  the  rear  of  the  audience,  it  was  the  Doctor's 
fre([uent  custom  to  inxite  the  young  people  to  engage  in  singing 
exercises  during  the  week,  by  which  means  a  knowledge  of  music  was 
developed  and  fresh  material  furnished  for  the  large  choir.  In  1852  the 
viols  and  violins  were  discarded  for  a  melodeon.  Neither  leader  nor  j)layer 
received  compensation  in  those  days  ;  but  at  the  cUjse  of  his  decade  of 
service,  the  Doctor  was  taken  by  suri)rise  at  the  close  of  the  ser\ ic  e  one 
Sabbath  evening  by  the  presentation  of  a  large  family  ]5ible  and  a  sil\er  cu\) 
on  the  behalf  of  the  c:ongregati()n,  as  a  tcstimcjnial  of  regard.  Pricjr  to 
that  Charles  Knight,  now  an  M.  I),  in  Peekskill,  N.  \'.,  was  presented  with 
a  silk  hat  by  Major  Morgan,  for  his  faithful  scrsice  at  the  melodeon. 
In  due  time  the  melodeon  ga\e  [)lace  to  a  small  <;rgan,  which  furnished 
instrumental  music  until  the  present  pipe  organ  was  procured.  Charles 
Breckenridge  succeeded  Dr.  Holbrook  as  directiu"  of  music  and  organist, 
for  which  he  recei\ed  about  forty  dollars  per  \ear  as  compensation.

In  j)ulily  this  church  shall  bo  Coii-rc-ati  )nal,  and  ils  undcrslandiii';  of 
C^hristiaii  truth  shall  l)c  in  accordance  with  the  d<)( nines  held  bv  llie  Con- 
gregational churches  of  the  Cnited  .Slates,  substantially  as  set  forth  b\-  a 
committee  of  the  National  Council  thereof  in  the  vear  iSS:;  (See  Creed, 
section  X ) .

Section  i.  Any  person  of  hopeful  Christian  experience  desiriu'^  to 
unite  with  this  church  on  confess!; )n  of  faith,  shall  first  be  examined  b\- 
the  ach  isory  committee  ;  and,  if  found  satisfactor\-,  shall  be  propounded  at 
least  one  week  pre\  ious  to  being  received,  \-oted  on  at  the  next  preparator\' 
ser\ice,  and,  if  appro\ed  b\'  \ote  of  the  (  hurc  h,  ma\'  be  receixed  at  am 
subs.^cjuent  stated  communion  service  b\-  assenting  to  the  Confession  of 
l'\\ith  and  Coxenant  connected  with  the  creed  of  the  church,  and  shall  be 
baptized,  if  that  rite  has  not  been  pre\i  )uslv  administered,  the  mode  of 
baptism  to  l)e  chosen  l)v  the  candidate. 

Section  2.  Any  person  desiring  to  unite  with  this  churc  h  b\-  letter  from 
an(jther  church  shall  first  be  passed  upon  b\'  the  ad\  isor\'  c<)mmittee,  and, 
if  approved  l)y  them,  shall  be  prop  )un  CmI  and  \\)ted  up  )n  as  in  the  case  of 
those  uniting  on  (-onfessic^n  of  faith,  and  shall  bj  received  according  to  our 
regular  l'\)rm  of  A(hiiissi(.)n.

Any  member  of  this  church  absenting  himself  regularly  from 
religious  serx  ices  at  this  church  for  two  consecuti\e  years  without  gix  ing  to 
the  a(l\  isory  committee  a  satisfactory  explanation,  shall  be  i)lace(,l  on  the  list 
of  absent  meml)ers.  'i'his  list  shall  be  read  at  each  annual  meeting,  and 
on  the  fourth  reading,  being  three  years  from  the  time  any  nanie  is  read, 
if  the  church  has  received  vio  satisfactory  explanation,  the  watch  and 
fellowship  of  the  church  may,  by  vote  of  the  church,  be  withdrawn  ;  and 
the  clerk  shall  so  record  it.  \\'hene\  er  such  member  shall  a])pear  before  the 
church,  or  report  to  it,  giv  ing  satisfactory  reasons  for  absence  or  delin-

Section  1.  (a)  'i1ie  officers  of  this  church  shall  be  Pastor  and  'leacher, 
Deacons,  Clerk,  Sunday  Schcxjl  Superintendent,  Treasurer,  Auditor, 
Ad\  is(jry  Committee  and  Ivxec  iiti\e  Committee  ;  all  of  whom,  except  the 
Past(jr  and  Deacons,  shall  be  elected  annually  by  balhjt  ;  and  such  (jther 
officers  and  committees  as  may  be  from  time  to  lime  ajjpointed. 

(b)  The  Pastor  and  Teacher  in  office  at  the  time  of  .incorporation  shall 
continue  in  office  according  to  the  terms  of  his  call  and  installation.

Se("tion  i.  Olficcrs.  The  officers  of  the  Suuday  School  shall  be  the

In  })ublic  scandal  or  gross  breac  h  ol  covenant  the  adv  isory 
committee,  without  expressing  its  judgment,  shall  ])ring  the  case  to  the- 
notice  of  the  church  in  writing. 

Section  3.  In  all  cases  brought  before  the  church  the  charges  shall  be 
made  in  writing,  and  a  copy  of  the  same  shall,  in  all  cases  where  it  is 
possible,  be  furnished  the  accused,  who  shall  be  given  oi)portunity  for  a  full 
hearing,  ])rovided  such  a  hearing  can  be  had. 

Section  4.  The  discipline  of  the  church  may  include  ]>ul)lic  admoni- 
tions, suspension  from  church  jjrivileges,  or  ex-conniiunication,  according 
to  the  aggravation  of  the  offense.

Intellectual  Life  of  Our  Church. 


HILK  the  Sijirilual  life  of  every  church  is  the  first  and  most 
important  factor  to  be  fostered,  )'et  the  \ery  next  thing  to 
be  considered  and  encouraged  is  intelhgence  by  means  of 
hberal  echication  furnished  by  our  higher  institutions  of  learning.  The 
founders  of  our  church  did  not  all  ha\  e  the  a(l\  antages  now  afforded  for 
learning  beyond  the  common  school,  but  they  were  men  and  women  of 
strong  common  sense  and  of  more  than  average  ability.  'I'heir  descend- 
ants, and  the  more  recent  members  of  the  church  and  Sunday  School, 
have  been  more  fortunate  in  some  respects,  in  that  they  live  in  a  time 
when  broader  axenues  ha\e  oi)enetl  for  intellectual  (le\ eloijment. 

The  town  high  school  has  been  elc\ated  a  higher  jjlane,  and  the 
lesser  schools  ha\e  arisen  in  symj)athy  with  it,  by  which  means  the  ycnithful 
mind  has  been  ([uickened  and  gi\en  an  impetus  not  known  to  former 
days,  so  that  in  the  two  last  decades  we  count  the  college,  academic  and 
high  s(  hool  graduates  from  our  society  by  scores,  as  against  the  meager 
few  in  all  former  years.  'i'he  number  of  those  who  ha\e  been  connected
